FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Wiio  that  lias  ever  read  the  Holy  volume,  has  failed  to 
linger  on  the  two  beautiful  pictures  presented  to  the  imagina¬ 
tion  in  the  early  history  of  Moses  ?  The  joy  of  that  mother 
as  she  first  took  into  her  arms  her  goodly  child ;  the  deep 
and  intense  affection  with  which,  for  three  anxious  months, 
she  hid  him  in  some  secret  place  in  her  habitation,  afraid 
at  every  cry,  that  it  would  bring  the  executioners  to  his 
cradle :  that  midnight  walk  to  the  borders  of  the  Hile, 
when  for  the  last  time  she  feeds  him,  for  the  last  time  im¬ 
prints  her  loving  kiss  upon  his  brow,  and  commits  to  that 
fragile  ark  of  bulrushes,  the  little  one,  dearer  to  her  heart 
than  life  itself ; — here  is  one  picture,  and  exquisitely  beau¬ 
tiful  it  is ! 

But  now  it  is  morning.  Behold  that  royal  princess,  as 
surrounded  by  her  maidens,  herself  the  fairest  of  them  all, 
she  also  wends  her  way  to  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  walks 
along  by  the  riverside. 

“  When  she  saw  the  ark  among  the  flags,  she  sent  her 
maid  to  fetch  it. 

“  And  when  she  had  opened  it,  she  saw  the  child,  and 
behold  the  babe  wTept.  And  she  had  compassion  on  him, 
and  said,  This  is  one  of  the  Hebrews’  children. 

“  Then  said  his  sister  to  Pharaoh’s  daughter,  shall  I  go 
and  call  to  thee  a  nurse  of  the  Hebrew  women,  that  she 
may  nurse  the  child  for  thee  ? 
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“And  Pharaoh’s  daughter  said  to  her,  Go.  And  the 
maid  went  and  called  the  child’s  mother. 

“And  Pharaoh’s  daughter  said  unto  her,  Take  this  child 
away  and  nurse  it  for  me,  and  I  will  give  thee  thy  wages. 
And  the  woman  took  the  child  and  nursed  it. 

“  And  the  child  grew,  and  she  brought  him  unto  Pha¬ 
raoh’s  daughter,  and  he  became  her  son .”  Exodus:  ii.  5-9. 

Here  is  another  picture !  Will  not  both  combined  fitly 
represent  the  spirit  and  operations  of  the  Institution  that 
reports  this  evening,  to  its  friends  and  patrons,  the  history 
of  another  year  ? 

Still,  as  in  the  days  of  ancient  Egypt,  are  there  multi¬ 
tudes  of  “  Hebrew  children,”  who  are  looked  upon  too 
often  with  a  jealous  eye  by  the  disciples  of  Mai  thus,  as  if 
the  sooner  they  were  out  of  the  way  the  better  for  them¬ 
selves,  and  the  better  for  the  community  ! 

Still  does  the  mother  s  heart  yearn  with  the  same  tender 
affection  over  her  helpless  child,  and  only  cease  to  afford 
protection  when  it  is  no  longer  in  her  power  to  render  it. 

Still  does  the  gentle  sister ,  standing  afar  off*,  anxiously 
watch  to  see  what  will  become  of  her  little  destitute 
brother,  and  earnestly  implore  the  God  of  heaven  to  direct 
his  hark  to  a  desired  haven. 

And  still  does  the  daughter  of  wealth  and  luxury,  giving 
full  play  to  the  natural  instincts  and  sympathies  of  a  gene¬ 
rous  heart,  and  fully  confident  in  the  influence  that  she  can 
exert  even  over  those  who  might  he  supposed  the  least  wil¬ 
ling  to  help  her  in  her  work  of  love,  look  with  tender  com¬ 
passion  on  the  little  outcast,  provide  for  him  a  Home,  and 
even  adopt  him  into  her  own  family  ! 

Having,  in  our  three  previous  reports,  endeavored  some¬ 
what  at  length  to  unfold  the  principles  on  which  the 
“Northern  Home”  is  based;  define  its  exact  position  in 
reference  to  other  institutions  already  in  existence;  exhibit 
the  nature  of  the  claims  which  friendless  children  have  upon 
the  benevolent  for  their  sympathy  and  support ;  and  give 
an  outline  of  the  history  of  the  “  children’s  cause,”  from  its 


beginning  down  to  the  present  time;  having  so  recently 
also  been  permitted  to  publish  the  excellent  discourse  of 
the  Rev.  John  Jenkins  on  the  subject  of  “  Pauperism  in 
great  Cities,”  delivered  on  behalf  of  the  “Home,”  in  Jan¬ 
uary  last;  all  that  is  necessary  for  us  on  this  occasion,  in 
order  to  show  the  practical  working  of  the  Institution,  is 
to  give  a  few  instances,  the  personal  history  of  some  of  the 
children  entrusted  to  our  care. 

Here  for  example:  June  10th,  1856,  is  a  little  girl  about 

six  years  of  age,  by  the  name  of  Rebecca  R - ,  a  very 

bright  and  intelligent  child,  who  w7as  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  person  who  brought  her  to  the  Home,  by  a  young 
man  just  arrived  from  Ireland.  She  has  no  relatives  or 
friends  in  this  country,  and  nothing,  as  yet,  is  known  of 
her  history.  Rebecca  has  now  an  excellent  place  with  a 
family  who  take  a  great  interest  in  her,  and  treat  her  with 
much  kindness.  Their  last  letter  reports  her  as  “  a  most 
interesting  and  very  well-behaved  child,”  and  promises  that 
they  “  will  attend  to  her  education,  and  do  what  is  right 
in  rearing  her  up  properly  in  every  respect,”  believing  that 
there  is  every  prospect  that  at  mature  age  she  will  be 
equally  useful  to  herself  and  her  guardians. 

July  15th,  1856.  A  relative  of  James  H.  appeared 
before  the  Committee,  and  after  stating  her  utter  inability 
to  support  the  child,  and  that  unless  the  Home  should  take 
him,  she  would  be  compelled  to  leave  him  at  some  stran¬ 
ger’s  door-step,  the  child  was  received.  Before  its  recep¬ 
tion,  however,  it  was  distinctly  stated  to  her,  that  the 
Committee  would  probably  have  him  immediately  adopted 
by  a  person  at  a  distance,  and  that  in  such  an  event,  she 
would  never  again  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing  her  boy. 
Consenting  to  this  arrangement,  application  was  made  the 
same  afternoon  for  the  child,  by  a  lady  stopping  at  the 
Girard  House.  The  introduction  and  references  being  per¬ 
fectly  satisfactory,  the  request  was  granted,  and  the  next 
morning  the  lady  left  for  her  distant  home  with  her  adopt¬ 
ed  son.  Since  then  a  very  pleasant  letter  has  been  received, 
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in  which  an  increasing  admiration  and  affection  for  onr 
little  ward  was  strongly  expressed  as  existing  on  the  part  of 
both  its  foster  parents. 

Sep.  16th,  1856.  The  three  children  of  Mrs.  W.,  who 
was  killed  by  her  husband  during  that  week,  were  intro-  ' 
duced  to  the  Committee  by  their  aunt,  and  a  Mrs.  W.,  to 
whom  the  children  were  surrendered  by  their  mother,  a 
short  time  before  her  death.  Since  then  the  girl  has  been 
adopted  by  a  wealthy  family  in  another  State  ;  one  of  the 
boys  has  been  placed  with  a  family  in  our  own  State,  and 
the  other  still  remains  in  the  Home. 

March  10th,  1857.  The  three  C.  children  whose  case 
has  awakened  such  a  general  interest  among  the  commu¬ 
nity  in  their  behalf,  were  received  by  the  Home.  The 
story,  as  many  of  you  will  recollect,  was  as  follows :  A 
woman  about  middle  age,  neatly  attired,  came  to  the 
Home,  and  inquired  whether  she  could  bring  there  her 
three  little  girls,  all  the  children  she  had.  With  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  friends  in  as  straitened  circum¬ 
stances  as  herself,  she  had  none  to  whom  she  could  look 
either  for  their  sake  or  her  own.  Two  years  since  her 
husband  had  died,  and  now  she  herself  was  about  to  die 
from  a  disease  that  threatened  an  immediate  termination, 
and  had  been  pronounced  incurable.  The  certificate  of 
two  respectable  surgeons  corroborating  her  statement,  her 
children  were  received ;  and  after  bidding  a  final  adieu  to 
the  fatherless  ones,  so  soon  to  be  motherless  also,  she 
returned  to  her  lonely  home  to  die.  As  soon  as  this  deep¬ 
ly  affecting  incident  had  been  made  known  to  the  public, 
numerous  applications  were  made  for  the  children :  they 
were  immediately  taken  by  respectable  families  in  the  city, 
and  are  now  all  well  provided  for. 

March  24th,  1857.  Two  children  were  brought  to  the 
Home  by  one  of  the  Managers.  She  had  found  them  in  a 
garret,  without  fire,  food,  or  decent  raiment,  their  mother 
and  step-father  having  both  been  sent  to  prison  for  drunk¬ 
enness  and  fighting.  They  do  not  know  their  age,  but 
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gave  their  names  as  George  B.  and  Franklin  Pierce  B., 
and  say  that  they  have  two  brothers  somewhere  in  the 
city.  Subsequent  information  has  but  still  more  fully  con¬ 
firmed  the  story  of  parental  incompetence  and  neglect. 

March  31st,  1857.  William  K.,  aged  8  years,  was  com¬ 
mitted  by  Judge  Thompson,  of  the  Covirt  of  Quarter  Ses¬ 
sions.  His  mother  died  two  years  ago ;  his  father  had 
been  killed  the  Saturday  night  previous  to  his  admission, 
by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Reilly.  William  is  an  American 
by  birth,  and  we  would  much  like  to  see  a  good  place  pro¬ 
vided  for  him. 

The  last  case,  however,  that  time  will  permit  us  to  men¬ 
tion,  is  so  complete  an  instance  of  romance  in  real  life,  that 
we  cannot  resist  the  temptation  to  gather  the  various  inci¬ 
dents  connected  with  it  into  the  form  of  a  regular  consecu¬ 
tive  narrative : 

In  the  year  1850,  or  possibly  the  year  previous,  a  lady 
by  the  name  of  P.  came  to  this  city  from  Hew  York,  of 
which  city  or  State  she  seems  to  have  been  a  native. — 
What  her  object  was  in  coming  here,  whether  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  course  of  her  husband’s  business,  whether  as  the  result 
of  pride  to  conceal  from  the  eyes  of  former  associates  her 
diminished  resources,  whether  her  husband  deceased  before 
she  came,  or  a  short  time  after,  we  have  not  been  informed. 

✓ 

The  first  thing  we  know  with  certainty  is  that  she  was  the 
mother  of  a  little  hoy — that  subsequently  she  became  a 
victim  of  disease — was  reduced  to  the  very  extreme  of  pov¬ 
erty  and  destitution,  and  at  length  as  her  only  and  terrible 
resource  was  compelled  to  go  to  the  Blockley  Almshouse, 
where  lonely  and  broken-hearted,  she  shortly  after  died. 

Among  those,  however,  who  seem  to  have  treated  her 
with  great  kindness  while  she  still  remained  in  the  city 
was  a  colored  woman  by  the  name  of  Lucy,  whose  heart 
was  well  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  fairest  and  most  beauti¬ 
ful  form  that  ever  rolled  in  the  gilded  train  of  fashion.  Lucy 
had  a  family  of  her  own,  and  her  means  were  quite  as  limit¬ 
ed  as  the  most  of  her  own  people,  but  to  whom  else  could

the  mother  of  little  William  look  ?  To  take  him  with  her 
to  the  Almshouse,  there  at  once  to  be  separated  from  him, 
and  have  him  herded  promiscuously  with  other  children ; 
with  no  eye  of  love  to  look  upon  him,  no  hand  of  love  td 
minister  to  his  continually  recurring  wants,  and  watch  over 
him  in  particular,  Was  a  prospect  worse  than  death  itself. 
No  !  rather  than  this,  she  will  commit  him  to  Lucy.  Lucy 
has  a  mother’s  heart;  and  in  her,  little  Willie  will  find  one, 
at  least,  to  love  and  to  protect  him. 

Nor  is  she  disappointed.  Year  after  year,  his  new 
mother  is  to  Willie  all  that  a  mother  possibly  could  he, 
and  she  interests  herself  in  the  white  woman’s  child  just 
as  much  as  if  it  had  been  her  own :  she  teaches  him  his 
letters,  instructs  him  in  his  morals,  and  even  takes  a  pride 
in  the  arrangement  of  his  dress.  So  deep  is  her  affection 
for  the  child  that  it  becomes  hereditary :  and  when  her 
daughter  marries  she  bequeaths  little  Willie  to  her.  The 
daughter  is  as  faithful  as  the  mother,  and  her  husband  fully 
sympathizing  with  the  affection  of  his  wife  and  mother-in- 
law  for  the  little  white  face,  makes  him  as  fully  welcome 
to  the  protection  of  his  roof  as  he  had  been  to  theirs. 

But  the  good  and  the  kind  must  die  as  well  as  others. 
Lucy  is  gone,  and  the  daughter  does  not  long  survive  the 
mother.  The  bereaved  and  desolate  husband  with  no  one 
any  longer  to  make  home  what  it  should  be,  is  reluctantly 
compelled  to  break  up  house-keeping,  and  look  around  to 
see  what  can  be  done  for  his  little  ward.  He  hears,  as  who 
in  the  city  has  not  heard,  of  the  “Home  for  Friendless 
Children.”  Where  better  than  there  can  Willie  be  cared 
for  and  educated  as  he  desires  him  to  be  ?  Accordingly  on 
the  26th  of  August  last,  he  presents  himself  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  tells  his  story.  The  exceedingly  prepossessing 
appearance  of  the  man,  the  neat  attire  of  the  child,  and  the 
evident  attention  that  had  been  paid  to  him  by  his  colored 
guardians,  were  arguments  that  could  not  be  resisted,  and 
little  Willie  was  received  at  once. 

But  now  comes  that  which  is  by  far  the  most  wonderful 
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portion  of  this  romance  of  real  life,  and  which  if  it  does 
not  deserve  to  be  put  in  the  same  category  with  the  preser¬ 
vation  of  Moses  in  the  ark  of  bulrushes,  as  a  special  in¬ 
stance  of  the  interposition  of  Divine  Providence,  we  know 
not  where  to  put  it. 

Little  Willie,  you  will  hear  in  mind,  was  brought  to  the 
Home  in  August  last.  Early  in  November,  a  sister  of  his 
mother,  now  living  in  New  York,  was  making  a  friendly 
visit  to  an  old  acquaintance  at  a  hotel.  In  the  course  of 
conversation  she  spoke  of  her  long  missing  sister,  of  her 
illness  and  poverty  in  Philadelphia,  of  having  written  to 
her  again  and  again  without  receiving  any  answer,  and  of 
the  singular  rumor  that  had  reached  her  at  one  time,  that 
she  had  eventually  gone  to  the  Almshouse,  hut  before 
going  there,  had  given  her  child  in  charge  to  some  colored 
person.  Wondering  whether  it  was  so,  and  whether  the 
little  hoy  was  still  alive,  the  inquiry  at  once  arrested  the 
attention  of  a  colored  chambermaid,  who  at  the  moment 
happened  to  be  passing  through  the  room.  “Why,”  said 
she,  “  that  must  be  little  William  Henry  P.  who  was  so  long 
with  Lucy,  and  then  with  Lucy’s  daughter,  and  who  since 
her  death,  has  just  gone  to  the  ‘  Northern  Home  for  Friend¬ 
less  Children !’  ” 

The  name,  the  date,  and  the  circumstances  leaving  little, 
if  any  room  whatever,  for  doubt,  and  Mrs.  P.  being  in  very 
comfortable  circumstances,  she  at  once  came  over  to  Phila¬ 
delphia,  filled  her  carpet-hag  with  clothes  and  playthings, 
and  commenced  her  search.  First  she  found  out  Willie’s 
own  home  among  the  colored  people  :  then  she  went  to 
the  house  of  one  of  the  Managers,  but  for  a  time  so  intense 
was  her  excitement  and  agitation  that  it  was  almost  im¬ 
possible  to  make  out  the  purport  of  her  errand :  at  length 
she  went  to  the  Home  and  there  found  Willie  himself. 

Not  to  dwell  any  longer  on  other  particulars,  we  conclude 
our  narrative  with  an  extract  from  the  letter  of  his  uncle  : 
“  Mrs.  P.  brought  the  little  boy  home  on  Tuesday  evening. 
The  little  fellow  very  naturally  felt  considerable  reluctance 
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to  come ;  and  even  being  here,  was  not  entirely  satisfied  to 
stay.  Our  little  boy,  however,  has  by  various  appliances 
with  divers  whistles,  toys,  marbles,  sugar-plums,  &c.,  re¬ 
duced  him  to  a  very  comfortable  state  of  acquiescence  in 
his  extradition.  A  visit  to  the  Crystal  Palace  and  the 
Museum  tended  much  to  afford  him  “aid  and  comfort,” 
and  the  two  boys  seem  now  to  have  concluded  that  they 
could  not  well  get  along  without  each  other.  They  go  to 
school  on  Monday.” 

We  cannot  refrain,  however,  from  giving  an  extract  from 
a  letter  received  in  February  last,  from  a  gentleman  and 
lady  of  Delaware,  who  took,  in  January,  1855,  a  little  girl 
aged  4  years,  to  adopt  as  their  own.  “  Mary  has  enjoyed 
good  health  with  the  exception  of  a  slight  attack  of  Croup, 
from  which  she  is  now  entirely  recovered,  and  is  now 
plump,  rosy,  and  hearty.  The  child  is  very  industrious, 
always  wanting  to  be  doing  something.  She  has  learned 
to  sew  and  has  already  pieced  a  little  quilt  for  her  own  bed. 
We  think,  moreover,  there  is  something  remarkable  in  the 
child  from  her  readiness  of  perception,  and  her  constantly 
asking  those  questions  which  denote  a  depth  of  thought, 
seldom  found  in  one  so  young.  We  feel  a  great  responsi¬ 
bility  resting  upon  us,  and  the  burden  of  our  prayers,  in 
respect  to  her,  is,  that  God  may  give  us  wisdom  so  to  guide 
the  traits  of  her  character  as  they  are  developed  that  her 
life  may  be  a  blessing  to  her  race,  redound  to  the  glory  of 
God,  and  that  she  may  gain  heaven  and  happiness  at  last.” 

But  while  we  review  the  history  of  the  past  year  with  in¬ 
creasing  cause  for  gratitude  and  satisfaction  in  the  progress 
of  our  enterprise,  it  has  not  been  unmingled  with  much, 
anxiety  and  sorrow.  In  common  with  an  unusual  number 
of  private  families,  and  similar  institutions,  in  this  City,  we 
have  been  visited  with  the  Scarlet  Fever  and  other  aggra¬ 
vated  and  epidemic  forms  of  disease.  Several  of  our  little 
ones  have  been  transferred  from  their  home  on  earth  to 
their  Father’s  home  in  Heaven ;  but  we  love  to  think  of 
them  as  “lilies  gathered”  by  the  Master  of  the  garden 
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himself,  and  in  this  respect  we  have  endeavored  to  learn  a 
a  lesson  recently  taught  us  by  the  children  themselves. 

J ust  previous  to  the  funeral  of  one  of  their  number,  one 
of  our  Managers  informed  them  of  what  was  about  to  be 
done,  and  asked  them  whether  they  would  wish  to  take  one 
more  look  at  their  little  companion,  ere  he  should  be  buried 
out  of  their  sight.  After  signifying  their  earnest  wish  so 
to  do,  they  left  the  school-room  two-by-two — slowly  and  sol¬ 
emnly  wended  their  way  up  stairs  where  the  corpse  was 
deposited,  passed  round  the  coffin  and  returned  to  the 
school-room.  As  if  with  one  accord,  when  they  had 
again  taken  their  seats,  they  fixed  their  eyes  intently  upon 
the  Manager,  as  if  they  expected  her  to  say  something  to 
them.  Deeply  affected  by  the  position  in  which  she  so  un¬ 
expectedly  found  herself,  and  unable  to  resist  their  mute 
but  for  this  reason  all  the  more  eloquent  plea,  she  told 
them  of  death  as  the  gate  of  life,  through  which  we  passed 
into  another  and  future  world — that  their  fellow  scholar 
and  companion  had  just  passed  through  it,  and  was  now  an 
angel,  with  the  multitude  of  angels  before  God’s  holy  throne. 
Pausing  for  a  moment  in  her  remarks,  the  children  as  if 
moved  by  a  common  and  mysterious  impulse,  and  so  far  as 
she  could  see,  entirely  without  any  suggestion  but  their 
own,  broke  forth  in  a  sweet  and  subdued  tone,  into  the 
well  known  hymn,  “I  want  to  be  an  angel,”  &c.  It  was 
a  scene  not  soon  to  be  forgotten. 

u  They  have  gone  ‘  home  !’  to  the  mansions  of  the  blest ! 

With  toil,  and  care,  and  sorrow  no  more  they’ll  be  opprest ! 

They  sweetly  sleep  in  Jesus ;  who  clasps  them  to  his  breast, 

With  gentle  accents  saying,  1  Come  and  I  will  give  you  rest !’  ” 


Among  the  many  persons  to  whom  the  Managers  of  the 
Home  have  been  indebted  for  kindness  during  the  last 
year,  their  thanks  are  especially  due 

To  the  “  Unknown  Friend,”  who  on  more  than  one  oc¬ 
casion  during  the  years  1856-7,  has  generously  contributed 
to  the  funds  of  the  Institution. 
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Also,  to  the  gentlemen  composing  the  Councils  of  the 
City,  for  their  appropriations  towards  the  support  of  the 
Home. 

Also,  to  the  Local  Association  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  to  Mr.  Murray  and  other  gentlemen  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  for  the  instruction  rendered  by  them  at  the  Home 
on  the  Sabbath. 

We  also  record  with  gratitude  the  valuable  legacy  of  the 
late  E.  W.  Clark,  Esq. 

Meanwhile  the  Directors  would  commend  this  whole 
subject  once  more  to  the  renewed  attention  and  interest  of 
the  Christian  and  philanthropic  community  everywhere. 
Eor  ourselves,  we  feel  that  we  but  stand  upon  the  threshold 
of  our  enterprise,  and  that  there  is  scarcely  any  end  to  the 
field  of  exertion  on  which  we  have  entered.

Whereas,  a  number  of  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  have  formed  an  associa¬ 
tion  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and  providing  for  friend¬ 
less  and  destitute  children  : 

And  whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth  are  willing  to 
encourage  such  purposes ;  Therefore, 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  Thomas  Earp,  Thomas  S.  Mitchell,  William  R.  Stockton. 
John  W.  Claghorn,  Isaac  Collins,  John  M.  Ogden,  James  J.  Barclay,  J.  Fisher  Learn¬ 
ing,  Thomas  Robinson,  William  S.  Perot,  Isaac  F.  Baker,  Henry  Perkins,  Joseph 
Jeanes,  H.  W.  Salford,  A.  Y.  Murphey,  Charles  Keen,  and  their  associates,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body  politic  in  law,  by  the  name,  style, 
and  title  of  “  The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children  ;'’  and  by  that  name,  style, 
and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  have  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  change  at  pleasure ;  to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  institution;  to 
sue,  and  to  be  sued:  to  plead,  and  to  be  impleaded;  and  by  that  name,  style,  and 
title  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  taking,  and  conve3Ting  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  :  Provided,  The  annual  income  of  said 
estate  shall  not  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  purposes 
than  those  for  which  this  association  is  formed  ;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  requi¬ 
site,  to  establish  such  other  By-Laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  as  the  said  corporation 
shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation:  Provided,  That  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2.  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  North¬ 
ern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar,  or  upwards,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children  while  such  person  so  contributes;  and  every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  member  for  life. 

Sect.  3.  The  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Chil¬ 
dren  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty-four  ladies, 
and  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  sixteen  gentlemen.  And  the  members  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour  and 
place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  a  board  of  managers,  six  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for  four  years  ;  and  also  aboard  of  sixteen  trustees,  four 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  four  for  two  years,  four  for  three 
years,  and  four  for  four  years.  And  the  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  an¬ 
nually  thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  ns  the  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect  six  managers  and  four  trustees,  to  serve  for 
four  years,  and  shall  then  and  there  also  elect  a  manager  or  managers,  trustee  or 
trustees,  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the  death,  re¬ 
signation,  or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  manager  or  trustee.  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  the  managers  and  trustees,  chosen  in  May  last,  shall  continue  to  act 
until  others  shall  be  elected.  And  provided  further,  That  in  case  an  election  shall 
not  be  held  at  the  time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  days’ 
notice  that  another  election  will  be  hold,  which  said  election  shall  be  held  within 
one  month  after  the  said  second  Tuesday  in  May.  And  provided,  That  Dotiee  of  an 
election  shall  be  given  at  least  twice  a  week,  for  two  weeks,  in  two  of  the  daily 
newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  prior  to  the  time  of  holding  said  election.. 
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Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  and  trustees,  in 
their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all  children  who  may  he  placed 
under  their  care  and  management,  in  either  of  the  following  modes  : 

Firstly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  he  voluntarily  sur¬ 
rendered  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  by  their  mother,  or  by 
their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees. 

Secondly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  committed  to 
the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  on  account 
of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or  neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said  children  by  their 
parents  or  parent,  guardians  or  other  persons  having  custody  of  said  children;  and  it 
shall  he  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  mayor  so  committing  any  child  to  the  care  of  the 
said  managers  or  trustees,  to  annex  to  the  commitment  an  abstract  of  the  evidence 
taken  by  him,  and  on  which  his  adjudication  was  founded,  which  said  evidence  shall 
be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  taken  in  the  presence  of  said  child. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  the  guardianship  of  the' 
said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and  management  during  their  minority  : 
shall  cause  them  to  be  educated  and  instructed  in  a  proper  manner,  and  may,  when, 
in  their  discretion,  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind  the  said  children,  with  their  consent, 
as  apprentices,  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  places,  and  to 
learn  such  trades  and  cmplojunents  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  managers  and 
trustees,  will  be  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  children.  Pro¬ 
vided,  the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees,  over  and  upon  the 
said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females,  extend  beyond  the  age  of  eighteen 
years;  or  the  said  managers  and  trustees  may,  in  their  discretion,  return  the  said 
children  to  their  parents,  or  surviving  parent  or  guardians.
